ſell afterwarde)falſely and deceiuably by craftie meaneg do mixe and alter 


the ſame oples from their foꝛmer nature and goodnes⸗ to the greate loſſe, 
ieoper die daunger e deceit of pour ſubiectes wherfoꝛe be it by pour high⸗ 
nelle, by thaduiſe e allent of pour loꝛdes fpivitual< tempozal,z of pour cõ⸗ 
mong in this pꝛeſent parliament aſſembled, and by auctoꝛitie of the fame 


oꝛdeined enacted and eſtabliched, that the maire ol the citie of London for 


the time beyng⸗ with the maiſter and wardens of the miſterie oz cvatte of 
Talloughchaundelers of the ſame citie forthe time beyng, hall from bent 
foꝛth haue full power and auctoꝛitie to ſerche all maner of oples bꝛought 


into the ſayd citie of London to be ſold, in whole handes fo euer they bee oꝛ 


halbe founde, and that ag orten as the caſe hal require.

0 i this tealme of Cngiande,haue dayly occupied and ſet on toorke 
i m making of cappes and hattes ofthe binges natural ſubiectes 
~~ thatis to fap, men, women, maidens, and childꝛen (boꝛne within 
this realme of Englande)to the greate reliefe and comfozte of poore pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners within this realme, to the nombze ok thee froze thouland perlons and 
aboue, in car dinge, {pining ſtitchyng⸗knittyng,thickinge, dꝛellyng⸗dieng 
WHerpng.and pꝛellyng, with other certain feates concernpng the woꝛkyng 
and mau yng ol cappes and hattes, made and wrought within the eitee of 
London, and in diuerg and many other cities, boꝛoughes a townes with⸗ 
in this realme, wherby the kynges fubtectes here naturally boꝛne, haue 
had thep2 poze liuing time out of minde, till of late peres paſte that fo great 
abundance of cappes and hattes ( redy wꝛought and made) haue bene aud 
Daly be brought irom the parties of beyonde the ſea into this realme, and
